Vur State press, very generally, have re- 
garded the thing as very broad chaffing 
practiced by General Toombs on the reporteis 
of those papers. The genéral sentiment, 
privately expressed, has been one of regret 
that General Toombs should have so spoken

jurious, while, if not a joke, it was nota 
representative opinion, and though indi- 


vidual, calculated to embarrass the Democ-j. 


racy, and impede its progress to victory.

The Great Man Who Died Twe Days 
Before the Death of Vallandigham. 


From the Cincinnati Gazette. 


The Hon. John Van Lear McMahon, who 
died at Cumberland, Md., on the 15th instant. 
two days before his brother-in-law, Mr. Val- 
iandigham, was formerly at the head of the 
Maryland bar. In old Whig times he was 
one of the most eloquent of political orators, 
aud President Harrison is said to have offered 
lim the choice of any office in his gitt save 
me. ' The Baltimore American says of him: 

There was a depth and power in his voice 
chat but few speakers have ever 
,ddressing an audience of ten thousand pe 
ple in the open air, every sentence that fell 
irom his lips could be distinctly heard, Pos 
sessing enthusiasm and humor, and wonderful 
versaiillity of manner and felicity of expres- 
sion, his campaign speeches were the ablest 
and most effective ever delivered. He con- 
tributed more than any other man to build up 
‘he Jackson party in Maryland, and when he 
left the party upon the United States Bank 
question, he dealt it many telling blows. In 
the campaign of 1840 he took a ‘most conspic- 
ous part. He areal at the great ratifica- 
tion meeting held on the Canton race-course, 
when Clay and Webster and Preston made 
speeches. lt was upon this occasion that Mr. 
vicMahon began his speech with the famous 
sentence: “Every valley has its ril, every 
mountain its stream, and lo! the avalanche of 
the people is here !” 

He was the author of a history of Mary- 
land, of which only one volune was publish. 
ed. From 1827 to 1863 he practiced law in 
Baltimore, but, being afflicted with ial 
loss of sight, returned to Cumberland, his na- 
‘ive place, in which and Dayton he spent the 
remainder of his days. Had he lived he 
would bave completed his seventy-first year 
om the 18th of August next. He was never 
married. The Baltimore Sun relates the fol- 
lowing incident illustrating his popularity : 

“He was about twenty-five years ago called 
upon by a lady of Charles county, in this 
State, to draw her will, which he did, at her 
request leaving a blank for the name of the 
devisee. He was eeey astonished at the 
leath of the lady, not long after, to learn 
that his name had been inserted in the blank 
places in the will, and that, in admiration of 
his talants, she had bequeathed him her prop- 
erty, valued at over $25,000.” 

The man wasan intimate friend and great 
admirer of John C. Calhoun. His relations 
with Reverdy Johnson were confidential and 
friendly. Over the convention which nom- 
inated General W. H. Harrison for President 
he presided. It was in Baltimore, Maryland. 
Che crowd in attendance was immense. In 
calling the convention to order, he used the 
memorable words, “Tie nation will come to 
order.”

A new avd 
substantial jence has recently been erected around the 
Court House Square; this is an improvement which 
has long been needed, and of which we entirely ap- 
prove. 

The p:esent Jail is not only insecure but entirely 
inadequate to the needs of the county. We are pleased 
to atate that a contract to build a new Jail, for the sam 
of thirty thovsand dollars in short date county bonds 
and seven thousand dollars in United States currency, 
has been awarded to those responsible and practical 
builders, Mesers. Alexander & Broomhead. Plans 
and specifications of this Jail had, by the Ordinary, 
been previously submitted to, and approved by this 
body. At the suggestion of the Ordinary a commit- 
tee from this Jury, consisting of Benj. E. Crane, A. 
K. Seago, John A. Doane and G. W. D, Cook, was ap- 
pointed to act with him in awarding the contract and 
in exercising a general supervision over the building 
whilst it was being erected. As there will be a com- 
fortable dwelling attached to the Jail, we recommend 
that the Sheriff, or his Deputy, be required te use this 
dwelling as his residence. 

Owing to the decline in provisions, during past six 
months, we recommend that the Urdinary allow forty 
cents per diem for board for each prisoner confined in 
jail. We have examined carefully the tax digest and 
the amounts needed for county purposes, and recom- 
mend that the Ordinary levy not exceeding (75) sev- 
enty-five per cent. on the State tax for county pur- 
poses. 

Owing to the large amount of business before the 
Superior Court, the District Court is almost indisp n- 
sible in this county. We find that Judge Lawrence 
and District Attorney, Irwin, are discharging their 
dutics with promptness and fidelity. We recommend 
therefore, that this Court be continued, but should 
the Legisiature abolish it, we request our Representa- 
tivea to use thefr best endeavors to have a County 
Court organized here on a similar basis, giving it 
jurisdiction not only over misdemeanors but in civil 
cases where the amount involved is not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. 

We have examined into the official conduct of the 
Justices and ex-officio Justices of the Peace of this 
county, and whilst we have found most of them act- 
ing ina worthy and upright manner, we regret to 
have to state that we are compelled to make a differ- 
ent report concerning some of these officials. We 
find some ef them entirely incompetent both merally 
and mentally for their official positions. We find that 
they have settled and disposed.of inany cases of felony 
which have been brought before their courts; that 
they bave otherwise acted ina manner to avoid and 
delay the due course and proceedings of law; that 
seiticments have beer made, and that the:e officials 
} have offered settlements with parties for certain sums 
of money after bonds had been required from said 
partics for their appearance before the next Superior 
Court; that they have failed to return to the proper 
courts hundreds of cases, someof which date back as 
far as 1869, and some of which are among the gravest 
known to the Penal Code—the very large number of 
these cases forbid the assumption that they were the 
result of accident; that they have in sundry and di- 
vers cases offered to settle with parties accused of 
crime, upon payment of certain sums of money, 
which seitlements are unknown and contrary to the 
law. 

In view of these facts we recommend our immediate 
Representatives in the next General Assembly to ob- 
tain, if poss.ble, the enactment of a law requiriag all 
Justices and exofficio Justices of the peace to keep a 
regular docket of each and every case brought before 
them, the nature Of the offense and disposition of 
the case, and that it be made a penai offense on the 
part of these Justices to omit or fail, in one or more 
instances, to make proper entries on sald docket at 
the time when said cases were bef. re them. Further. 
that they be requi ed to exhibit said docket to each 
Grand Jury during the year, and that failure to do ee 
be made a penal offense. 

We al-o request our Representatives to endeavor to 
have the law changed relative to parties reniing 
houses which are to be used for gawing houses, It 
being under the present law almost imporsible to pre- 
vent parties fromienting houses for this parpo.-e. 
In this connection we also request the present efficient 
Mayor of the City of Atlanta, to instruct the Police 
officers of the City to use greater diligence in ferret- 
ity out these hoases; 40 epter same whenever they 
have reason to suspect that they are being used as 
gaming houses; to arrest and canse to be bound over 
to the next Superior Court all parties found engaged 
in gaming there’m, and by these frequent arrests, 
cause this «vil to cease. 

We further recommend the enactment of a Taw al- 
lowing the Forerhen of Grand Juries, when deemed | 
necessary, to administer a similar oath to witnesses 
as to secresy which members of Grand. Juries now 
take. 

In taking leave of his Honor, Judge Hopkins, and 
of Solicitor General Howell, we return them our 
thanks for the kindness and courtesy they have ex- 
tenced to this body, assuring them of our high appre- | 
clation of the diligence, ability and integrity which | 
has characterized their official attentions. recognizing 
as wedo that they are fai hful officers, and that a 
pure ju ‘iciary ig the greatest safeguard ‘to our civil 
and social inetitflions. 

We request that thes e general presentments be pub- 
lished in the city papers.
